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CONDITIONALS 



They describe the result of something that might happen (in the present or future) or might have 
happened but didn't (in the past) . They are made using two clauses and mixing some English Tenses. 


ZERO CONDITIONAL: This conditional is used when the result will always happen, means, is used for a 
general situation. We can change IF for WHEN.

THIRD CONDITIONAL: It's used to describe a situation that didn't happen, and to imagine 
the result of this situation.
